The merits of Long Beach, with 
its splendid stretch of, sand washed 
by the open Pacific, have been de- 
tailed by enthusiasts for years.

Stripping the Landscape 


REMIER BENNETT WAS LESS 
than reassuring this week when 
he linked strip mining with Butchart 
Gardens. If the limestone quarry 
had been filled in, said Mr. Bennett, 
there would have been no sunken 
garden. Ergo, we would not want to 
make the mining. companies close 
up their massive holes in case we 
lose the opportunity for some future 
botanic] showplace. He must have 
been putting us on. 

Just how ugly are the scars left 
by the strip and open-pit miners was 
vividly pi¢tured in a special CBC 
program last weekend. The film 
should have frightened every British 
Columbian who saw it, especially 
when it was followed by Mr. Ben- 
nett’s little joke. Most of the scenes” 
were in Kentucky where coal min- 
ing has ravaged the countryside. 
The Governor of the state, Mr. Louis 
Nunn, said the people became aware 
of the devastation too late and he 
warned Canadians not to let it hap- 
pen here. Mr. Bennett should take 
Governor Nunn’s words to heart. 
The damage is twofold: the large 
heaps of waste and the unsightly 
holes. 

The premier said the “best pos 


sible controls” will be imposed in 
this. province, where at least 12 
open-pit mining operations are in 
existence now. In view of the gov- 
ernment’s past attitude. toward 
mines and parks this vague phrase 
means little. The public’s greatest 
concern should be over revived 
coal mining operations in the Fernie 
area. The Kaiser Corporation has 
already embarked on its program to 
extract four to five million tons of 
coal annually to be shipped to Japan 
via the Roberts Bank superport. 

It was waste from the Kaiser op- 
eration which slid down across the. 
Southern Trans-Provincial Highway 
last weekend, burying two people 
alive in their car. Strip mining can 
apparently be dangerous as well as 
unsightly. The question must be 
asked why the government has not 
enforced controls before now. The 
matter has been under study by a 
special government -industry com- 
mittee: established at the request of 
the Legislature, and Mines Minister 
‘Richter says its report will be stud- 
fed by the cabinet next month. Leg: 
islation must follow quickly or the 
boast of “Beautiful British Colum- 
bia" will have a few holes in it. 


display of brute foree in Czechoslovakia. 
They knew that ‘the Red Army had 
moved in, not to salvage any Communist 
ideal, but to shore up Soviet power. 


Only a fortnight ago Brezhnev for- 
mally proclaimed his new-doctrine, his 
solitary contribution to the history of 
ideas: that Communist States may and 
must intervene with force to prevent 
other Communist States from departing 
from socialism as currently defined in 
the Kremlin. The fraternal parties know 
what to make of that. 


Czech Repression 


Only a few days ago, while the 

~ comrades were meeting in Budapest, the 

Czech experiment, just across the 

border, was reaching the last stages of 
extinction. 


What did the fraternal parties talk 
about? Why did they choose to meet? 


What they said is anybody’s guess. All 
we know so far is that the Russian 
delegation tried to behave as though 
nothing out of the way had been done in 
Czechoslovakia, and required the others 
to limit themselves to discussion of a 
document drawn up-by the Italian Party 
before-the march into-Prague. 


In vain, As for why they met, on the 
side of Russia and her now-obedient 


satellites it was the latést move in an- 


obsessive process, started by Khrush- 
chev in the spring of 1964 and revived by 
Brezhnev as soon as he felt strong 
enough to throw his weight about — i.e. 
in the autumn of 1965. The Russians 
wanted a Communist summit meeting to 
pronounce anathema’on the Chinese 
Communist Party. 


Resistance 


But they met with very strong 
resistance. The chief resisters outside 
the Soviet bloc were the very strong and 
important Italian Communists, inside the 
bloc the Romanians. These had .plenty of 
allies. 


Their ostensible reason for resisting 
was that a meeting of all the parties 
could only destroy-the unity of the world 
Communist movement. There were some 
(notably Mr. Gomulka's Poles) who 
genuinely felt this, But the Italians, the 
Romanians and many others resisted 
because the Communist movement was 

—alreadytfragmented,—and—they—liked—it 
that way. So long as China remained 
formally within the pale, Moscow could 
not hope to re-impose’ absolute authority 
over other parties, Once China was 


out, then Moscow. could again. present: 


itself as the unchallenged master of the 
Communist-world, 


Khrushchev staked- a great deal on 


pulling off this meeting. He had fixed a 
preparatory conference for December 
1964. But in October: he fell, Brezhnev 
postponed the conference until the 
., following March; but when it took place 
it was abortive. It was not until the 
autumn ofthe following year that the 
Russians openly returned to the attack, 
They pressed for a conference in the 
spring of 1966, but the resisters 
stonewalled. They went on pressing, but 
it was not until this year that they 
succeeded in getting anywhere at all. 
Even then, it is improbable that this 
month’s preparatory meeting would have 
taken place but for involuntary Ameri- 
can aid: for American behavior in 
Vietnam has for long provided the one 
visible rallying point for Communists 
everywhere. 
Why, at a time when distaste for 
Moscow’s policies is deeper than ever 
before among the fraternal parties, does 


~ Brezhnev go on pushing so hard? Why is 
he insisting on 4 full scale conference in 
the spring of next year? And-why do 
parties, like the Italian; whe have held 
aloof for so long, turn up in Budapest? 


Change for Worse 

As far as Moscow 1s concerned, things 
have changed sharply for the worse 
since Khrushchev demanded his confer- 
ence, profiting by the violence and 
recklessness of the Chinese, which had 
alienated many who had first believed 
that- Peking. was more sinned against 
than sinning, Now, as far as the 
Communist world is concerned, China, 
for the time being, is a side issue. The 
agenda for the new conference, if in fact 
it does take place, will be very different 
from the agenda originally planned. 

Moscow can only be interested in 
picking up the pieces after a catastrophic 
year and in a straight reaffirmation of 
its absolute authority over such Com- 


munist parties as it can coerce or 
blackmail into submission, It seems 
likely that at least some of thé foreign 
Communist parties which attended at 
Budapest went there in an attempt to 
meet this threat before it could develop 
further, ‘ 

The. spirit moving Brezhnev. is the 
spirit behind his new doctrine — the 
threat of physical force against “Any 
heretical’ Communist State (is Yugo- 
slavia currently regarded as a Com- 
munist State within the meaning of the 
act?) — which attempts to deviate from 
the' Kremlin line, Any Communist party 
outside the Communist bloe must 
consider itself by implication also bound 
by Moscow’s decision: — unless it 
formally declares that it is' not so bound. 


Deviation Conflict 
The recent conference clearly marked 


_@ Stage in what will be a long-drawn-out- 


struggle to retain for parties outside the 
bloc. the right — now denied to bloc 
parties — to pursue what the Russians 
call socialism by different roads, It is 
barely conceivable that some of the 
parties, for example the Italian party, 
will surrender this very hard-won right, 
Must they be excommunicated from the 
Communist fraternity? Or does Brezhnev 
visualize a solution in which the bloc 
countries are regarded simply as part of 
the Soviet power complex, while the non- 
bloc countries ar allowed to exist in 
limbo, a sort of shadow international 
kept in being by Moscow, and adhered to 
by its members for the sake of 
appearances? 

It will be interesting to see. There are 
strong and various reasons for foreign 
parties to feel the need to show 
solidarity with Moscow; but few can 
actively desire it, To sup with Brezhnev 
they will need an extra long spoon.

Less than 10 
months ago, before the Tet ‘‘victory 
offensive,” the VC in Longan provinée 
had eight full strength main force 
battalions, plus full strength Jocal force 
companies for each of the province's 
administrative districts. All, moreover, 
were, true VC — in other words, South 
Vietnamese, 

Today, in. contrast, the battalions 
number only five, because erosion has 
enforced mergers, The local force 
companies are now at half strength, and 
main force battalions are no better off. 

Above all, these main force battalions 
on the near approaches to Saigon, which 
so recently were true VC outfits, -are 
today on average about 60 per cent 
North Vietnamese outfits, They have 
simply been unable to find southerners to 
fill gaps in ks either in Longan, 
or even in southern delta provinces,

It does not mean, either, that 
Longan is anywhere near being ‘‘paci- 
fied,” in the jargon bf Saigon. It ‘will 
never be really pacified as long as the 
main force battalions-are still capable of 
reassembling and striking down. by 
surprise any significant part of what has 
been painstakingly built up. 


But the situation ofthe VC-NVA forces 


in Longan does mean something else that 
should be obvious. Either the Hanoi war- 
planners must get ready to pay a vastly 
bigger bill for North’ Vietnamese man- 
power, or they must prepare ‘for . this 
province’s VC structure collapsing, or 
imploding, or otherwise. becoming yir- 
tually ineffectual in the end, 


Northern Replacements 

A fair number of North Vietnamese 
replacements are . just reported ag 
arriving here.

Lightning Flash 


For many, the now-famed 
St. Leonard school incident 
was like a lightning flash illu- 
minating a threat to English 
rights. A suburban school 
board began phasing out Eng- 
lish in biling wat primary 
schools and imposed a distinc- 
tion between the rights of 
“Anglo-Saxons” and New Ca- 
nadians to English-language 
teaching. .

Cry Like Hell 


“They cry like hell about 
the St. Leonard affair but 
there wasn't a word from 
them about the plight of 
French - Canadiang in other 
provinces over the last 100 
years,’ said Gerard Filion, in- 
dustrialist and former editor 
of the newspaper Le Devoir.

“It hits the English side as well,” 


ent, Anglophone feelings erupt- 
ed with passion and this, 
some’ long-time observers say, 
is an encouraging change 
even if it leads to short-term 
acrimony. 

“We have a new desire for 
more open expression,’ said 
Mayor Reginald Dawson of 
the ‘Town of Mount Royal, jun- 
jor sister to the separate city 
of Westmount in Montreal af- 
fluence. ‘‘The old idea was we 
shouldn't rock the boat. 

“It’s, all. very—well for the 
English to go around asking 
what the French want. Well, 
let's get to the. bottom of it. 
Let's say what we want too.” 

Then Mr. Dawson, a leading 
chartered accountant, did 


some straight talking of his 
own: “Almost daily we are 
bombarded by the irresponsi- 
ble mouthings of ultra-nation- 
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alists, separatists and their fk 
who are attempting to impose 
an all-or-nothing solution.” 

Quebec anglophones, out- 
numbering the total-popuba- 
tions of most other provinces, 
are so many, mixed and mo- 
bile that apparently divergent 
sketches can have equal valid- 
ity. 

“We're one of the most 
wealthy and highly educated 
identifiable groups in North 
America,” said Michael K. 
Oliver, vice-principal of Mc- 
Gill University and research 
director of the royal commis- 
sion on bilingualism and bicul- 
turalism. 

“The biggest myth the 
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French-Canadians have to get 
rid of is that there is an Eng- 
lish-speaking community in 
Montreal," said Prof. Terry 
Copp, who teaches history” at 
Loyola College and McGill. 

“There is no such communi- 
ty and never has been, Per- 
sons” who knew English in 
Montreal have always been a 
remarkably heterogeneous 
group, divided in religion, eth- 
nic origin and above all on 
class lines. ... 

“They are a very normal 
cross-section of the Canadian 
population. True, compared 
with the French, they have a 
higher concentration in the 
upper income bracket. But the 
vast majority have the same 
economic profile as the 
French-speaking group.” 


No Leadership 


And there is no common 
leadership, said Prof. Copp, 
because -it would take even 
more than the Quiet Revolu- 
tion—or Dr. Munroe’s “explo- 
sion’’—to unite -Westmount’s 
financial mandarins and the 
immigrant stevedores in 
Montreal's east end. 

Novelist Hugh MacLennan, 
the Nova Scotian whose 
phrase ‘‘two solitudes’’ has 
entered the language as a tag 
for Quebee, noted with some 
pain an article by one of his 
respected——historian— friends, 
This was to the effect that 
English-speaking Quebecers 
had so little to be admired in 
the past that they could be 
written off now. 


Attitude Gone 


“That old establishment ts 
gone now and the attitude is 
gone,’’ said Mr. MacLennan, 
professor of English at Mer 
Gill. “I think that during 
these crisis years the 
English-speaking people here 
who played a major mle in 
coming ~together ‘with the 
French-Canadians were born 
in other parts of the -country, 
Not all, but a good many 
were,”’

And. Montreal is where -the 
anglophones are fioound in in- 
creasing numbers... Four-fifiths 
of the province’s English- 
speaking pgpulation lives with- 
in 25. miles of Montreal's in- 
ternational airport in su’bur- 
ban Dorval. 

While Quebec’s non-French 
minority has remained pro- 
portionately fairly constant— 
22 per cent at Confederation 
compared with 19 per cent 
now—the makeup has radical- 
ly changed, bringing further 
linguistic conflict. 

More than _ 500,000 immi- 
grants settled or paused in

Quebee—mostly in Montreal 
—between 1945 and. 1965 and 
all major groups except the 
Italians, the biggest, have in 
the great majority adopted 
Engiish as their language. 

The 1961 census showed 
731,949 non-French residents 
in’ Montreal, only 377,625 of 
them British origin, compared 
with 1,439,460 French. Forty- 
five per cent of the non- 
French adults were born out- 
side Canada, and many others 
came from sister provinces— 
the ratio being as high as 30 
per cent in some Montreal 
suburbs. 

A report prepared by three 
economists indicated that .on 
1961 census figures British-ori- 
gin workers led ail others~in 
Quebec in average salary—35 
per cent above the French-Ca- 
nadians, who were trailed 
only by Italians and Indians. 


Others Ahead 


The study recognized that 
income is likely to be lower, 
for whatever racial origin, in 
Abitibi, say, than Montreal. 
Nevertheless in these figures 
Scandinavians, Netherlanders, 
Jews, Russians, Germans, 
Poles, Asians, Ukrainians and 
Hungarians all led the 
French-Canadians. 

Stiti;-every other day news- 
papers carry reports of anoth- 
er French-Canadian climbing 
the ladders ‘of industry and _fi- 
nance. One long-time industri- 
alist describes the thinking of 
his English - speaking ¢ o n- 
freres : 

“Most of them like to see 
the French-Canadians gettirig 
ea better break than in the 
past, but they would couple 
this with the valid statement 
that it now is possible under 
the educational system for 
this to happen whereas in the 
past it was not. 

“We had a certain amount 
of prejudice anda certair 
‘amount of trou Oo get the 
right French-Canadian people 
because of. their educational 
background. 

“Even today it is much 
harder for a French-speaking 
Canadian to get to the top. 
With equal ability, he must 
also be perhaps not equal but 
good in English.” :

Bilingualism and rapport

Though still economically dominant, Que- 
bec’s English - speaking minority — the 
anglophones — are facing revolutionary 
changes. In this first of three. articles 
Joseph MacSween of The Canadian Press 
reports on this facet in the province’s life. 


They work, intermarry and 
attend festivities with the 
French-Canadians. ‘They ac- 
quire property and education 
at a phenomenal -rate. They 
become small contractors and 
storekeepers“to-an unusual de- 
gree. 

“The Italians are English in 
business and French in love,” 
said Mr. Filion. 

Population projections indi- 
cate the world’s secbnd-larg- 
est French-speaking city 
could be predominantly Eng- 
lish-speaking within a few 
decades as, indeed, it was for 
a period before Confederation. 
The Montreal work force is al- 
ready about 45 per cent Eng- 
lish-speaking. _ 


Sympathize 


The great majority of anglo- 
phones sympathize with Que- 
bec government concern to 
make'French a necessary lan- 
guage in Quebec life without 
measures that would dry up 
needed immigration and 
arouse such insecurity that 
those anglophones -most useful 
in the further dévelopment of 
the province would be driven 
away. 

One business source said 
government -plans to make 
French the working language 
of Quebec must be viewed in 
two ways. Any legislation to 
this effect would drive out in- 
ternational head offices doing 
business in English. But oper- 
ations within the Quebec 
sphere and at plant level were 
something else again. 

“We're going to have to 
move out of that situation 
where English is the normal 
language once you get above 
the foreman level in most fac- 


tories; -said- Dr: Oliver,—the— 


vice-principal of McGill, tradi- 
tional pinnacle and symbol of 
Englishlanguage supremacy. 


Truculent 


“Any English-Canadian here 
who does not make sure his 


children are very fluent in 
French is an idiot.’ 
The trouble is that some 


Quebec leaders in government 
and other fields surround le- 
gitimate statements with such 
nationalist fervor and trucu- 
lence that — anglophones—are 
frightened. Are they simply 
over-sensitive? 

“Oh no, they're being pro- 
voked every day,” said Lau- 
rier LaPierre, professor-politi- 
cian who calls himself a 
French-Canadian _ nationalist 
—not a Quebec nationalist. 


A series of interviews 
showed that just as French- 
Canadians fear dnowning in 
an English-language North 
American sea, so some anglo- 
phones here see themselves 
swimming hard in a French- 
language lake turbulent with 
nationalism. 

There was a recurring 
theme: The French-Canadians 
are about to demonstrate for 
the first time from a position 
of real power their attitude to- 
ward the rights of minorities 
in educational and linguistic 
fields. 

“The natural tendency of a 
minority is to try to cut itself 
off so that it can act as a ma- 
jority,” said ‘Dr. Munroe, 
vice-chairman of Quebec's, Su- 
perior Council of Education 
who also acted as vice-chair-

“This is. pretty much what 


the English community~—has 
been able to do in Quebec. 
We're coming face to face 
now with a minority situation 
for the first time.” 

But Canada's constitution 
imposes certain guarantees 
for the English language ir 
Quebec, the only bilingual 
province since Confederation. 
Why the unease now? The ex- 
perience of the English Prot- 
estant minority here has been 
incomparably better than that. 
of French Catholicg else- 
where. 

“That is often explained in 
terms of the generosity of the 
French-Canadians,”” said Dr, 
Oliver. ‘I don’t want to sug- 
gest that this is unimportant, 

“But I don’t think it is the 
main factor. Unlike the 
French4tanguage minorities in 
other provinces, the minority 
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here was economically a dom- 
inant one...” 

Lawyer-author T, P. Slat- 
tery, who is perhaps typical of 
those English-speaking Quebe- 
cers steeped in history and 
love of the province, said 
there is undoubtedly more mi- 
nority freedom here, He knew 
of no court or legal linguistic 
injustices “such as crop up in 
other provinces. 

“Ts it due to generous-tolér- 
ance? I'd say in part, but not 
entirely, 


Jews Excluded 


“Go back 30 or 40 years. 
Look at the English-speaking 
Protestant group that con- 
trolied—to the exclusion of 
Jews and English-speaking 
Catholics—the banks, McGill 
and so on. To say the French- 
Canadian numerical majority 
dealt with a minority in them 
is just using words. It is only 
now the comparison is becom- 
ing more valid.” 

But it was always a 
French-Canadian government 
and anglophones today still 
predominate in the ranks of 
the industrial mighty. Why is 
the power picture different? 

Pierre Elliott Trudeau, long 
before he became prime min- 
ister, castigated both French- 
and Engilish-Canadians for the 
way democracy was abused in 
Quebec. 

The French, he said, took to 
the parliamentary system 
merely as a device for pres- 
erving their culture. The Eng- 
lish -acted as if democracy 
was not for the French-Cana- 
dians. 

“That this is so is forcefully 
confirmed by the English-Ca- 
nadian behavior in local poli- 
tics in Quebec,"’ Mr. Trudeau 
wrote,

“The English-Canadians 
ddn't care who was -running 
Quebec so-long as their inter- 
ests were protected,”’ said Mr, 
Filion. ‘They were Quebecers 
only in the geographic sense," 


Kicked Prop 


Historian Michel Brunet 
maintains that the man who 
kicked away the first prop — 
this may startle some makers 
of the Quiet Revolution—was 
the late premier Maurice Du- 
plessis, often termed the 
arch-apostle of conservatism. 

“In 1954,"" said Dr. Brunet, 
“Duplessis brought in an in- 
come tax that struck directly 
at the upper. brackets, the 
English-speaking powerful 
group. Nothing like that had 
happened before. Things could 
never be the same again, 
Today the French-Canadians 
are operating from a position 
of real majority power for the 
first time.”

Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith consented to an 

SEC finding that it had used advance “inside” information 
from Douglas Aircraft Co, to benefit preferred institutional 
clients and to defraud the investing public. 

The SEC ordered the New York firm to close its New York 
institutional sales office for 21 days, beginning Dec. 5, and its 
west coast underwriting office for 15 days, beginning Dec. 15. 
The commission also penalized five Merrill Lynch vice- 
presidents and five salesmen but dropped charges against 
four senior executives : 

: SEC sources estimated that public investors Jost $4.5 
million as a result of Merrill Lynch’s action: The penalties 
are the most severe the SEC has assessed for misuse of 
inside information.

The findings against Merrill Lynch are a result of SEC’s 
campaign to insure that the 24 million. American investors 
have equal access to pertinent information that may affect 
their investment decisions. 

The SEC is also taking action against the 12 recipients of 
Merrill Lynch’s information, including Dreyfus Corp., Burden 
Investors Services, Madison Fund, and Investors Manage- 
ment Cc, At a preliminary SEC hearing in New York 
Tuesday, the commission laid out specific charges of 
improper use of information to take unfair advantage of other 
investors, 

Among the penalized Merrill Lynch executives hardest hit 
was vice president Archangelo Catapano, who was suspended 
frorn the firm without pay for 60 days. 

The SEC’s finding noted that Merrill Lynch consented 
“solely for the purpose of these proceedings and without 
admitting the allegations."’ This means the SEC finding may 
not be used as court evidence if an investor who considers 
himself defrauded files a civil suit or damages against 
“Merrill Lynch. : 


According to the SEC, the Merrill Lynch case began June 


7, 1966, when Douglas Aircraft filed with SEC a registration 
statement of a- proposal’ to offer $75 million worth of 
debentures. Merrill Lynch was named as underwriter. The 
statement noted that Douglas-had earned 85 cents per share 
during the five months ending April-30 of that year. 

Between June 17 and 2, however, Merrill Lynch 
underwriters learned that Douglas earnings for the six 
months ending May 31 would be onty 12 cents per share and 
that Douglas expected.to show little or no profit for the year. 

This informatién, the SEC said, was passed on between 
June 20 and 23 to selected clients, who sold a combined total 
of mote than 190,000 shares before the Douglas information 
became public, 

Moreover, Merrill. Lynch continued, according to the 
commission, to advise other customers to buy Douglas stock 
without telling them about Douglas deteriorating prospects.

Was Left Unsaid

Perhaps significantly, the 
speech -followed by a “few 
hours a statement from 
Premier Bennett. that he 
intended to press Ottawa for 
permission to extend B.C.'s 
borders to encompass the 
resoureeés-rich Yukon and part 
of the Northwest Territories. 

The speech also may have 
been prepared for delivery 
before the disastrous landslide 
ay of loosened wastes 
from ~a Katser Coal Corp. 
strip mining operation § at 
Natal. The slide, which took 
two lives, focussed _ public 
attention on the.16 major strip 
mining and open. pit opera- 
tions in the prevince. 


Laid Waste 


Attention had_ been 

sharpened in recent days by a 
CBC television presentation 
showing the vast areas of the 
United States laid waste by 
strip’ mining, 
' The combination of circum- 
stances had led reporters to 
ask the premjer’ whether 
controls would be set up to 
protect B.C. landscapes from 
similar desecration. The 
premier indicated it would not 
be necessary for such opera- 
tions to recover finished pits 
with topsoil. 

‘Conservation Minister Ken- 
feth Kiernan, however, fold 
reporters his department had 
studied the denuded areas of 
the U.S. and he hoped_for a 
program .of control, although 
it might be difficult to make 
such controls retroactive. 

Only two hours before—the 
governor-general's address the 
NDP asked for a legislative 
inquiry into the entire question 
of open pit mining,

Whether this potential 
hornet’s nest resulted in the 
governer-general curbing his 
remarks is subject for specu- 
Jation. This is what his speech 
said, but he did not say: 

‘‘We should_ remember that 
natural resources serve us in 
two significantly different 
ways. 

“On fhe one hand they 
provide the-raw -materials-for 
indusiry, but, equally im- 
portant, they are the environ- 
ment in which we Jive, and 
some of them are not in- 
éxhaustible 

“The growth of population 
and urbanization here and in 
the United States, and in fact 
in the whole world, gives our 
land, water, forests and wild- 
life new value and attraction 
for the people of a crowded 
world in which there will be 
very little unspoiled land. 

“It behooves us not to waste 
or pollute it. if we are to 
preserve these riches for 
ourselves and for future 
generations..." 


Work Together 


The speech went on to say 
that Canada wants more than 
simple conservation and: it 
needs the coordinated de- 
velopment of alk resources to 
serve “the demanding and 
often conflicting requiréments 
of both rural and urban 
communities.” * 

The speech suggested the 
solution depended upon three 
levels of government working 
closely together with industry 
and the private citizen. - 

In the*portion of the address 
which was read by . the 
governor-general, he com- 
pared modern methods _ of 
travel with those in 1885 when 
another vice-regal representa- 
tive, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, had to travel 42 miles 
on horseback covering a gap 
in the .railway then under 
construction.

National Gallery ‘Toast of Art World’ | 


By INA WARREN 
OTTAWA (CP) Most 
books on art dismiss the 17th 


century Flemish _ painter 
Jacob Jordaens as merely a 
“conemporary of Rubens” 


and no one has seen fit to ac- 
cord him a big, one-man show 
since his native Antwerp in 
1905. 

But on’ the night of Nov. 29 
Canada’s National Gallery 
will open a grand-scale exhibi- 
tion that may make both the 
gallery and Jordaens the toast 
of the international art world. 

While some institutions of 
art may be content to acquire 


a couple of new pictures, 
rearrange the old ones and 
then call it an exhibition, the 


gallery has spent the last two 
years knocking on some I ath- 
er exclusive and ‘venerable 
doors in search of Jordaens' 
work. ; 

The result is 314 paintings, 
tapestries and drawings from 


- 18 countries assembled under 


one roof for the largest exhibi- 
tion the gallery has ever un- 
dertaken. 

For the first time in its 53- 
year history it will charge an 
entrance fee: {1 for adults 
and ‘50 cents for children. 

Some of the greatest art 
museums in the world have 
Jent works. The galery has 
even persuaded a few who are 
normally a bit stuffy about 
letting their treasures travel, 
such as the Hermitage in Len- 
ingrad, the’ Prado in Madrid 
and the Ashmolean at Oxford. 

Queen Elizabeth has lent a 
tapestry from Holyrood 
House, Edinburgh and the 
Italian President Giuseppe 
Saragat‘is sending three tap- 
estries, 

The 314 works have been 
drawn from 31 private collec- 
tions, six. dealers and 96 
public institutions, most of 
them museums. 


Prime Minister Trudeau 
will open the exhibition at a 


gala black-tie affair with 13 
ambassadors and internation- 
al art critics in attendance 


State Secretary Gerard Pel- 
letier has said that the exhibi- 
tion is* “due to a fortunate 
combination of circumstances, 
not the least of which is the 
high reputation enjoyed by the 
National Gallery in interna- 
tional art circles.”’ 

Gallery officials themselves 
consider the Jordaens show 
an international tour de force, 
but also a major headache, 


TENSION MOUNTED 

As the opening day drew 
nearer tension mounted, along 
with the unspoken fear that it 
micht not be ready on time. 

Art treasures were still-ar- 
riving by boat and plane, and 
there is a lot of physical work 
involved in getting the gallery 
ready. 

Most of the works were 
flown into , Montreal, where 
they were met by humidity- 
controlled trucks and some 
plainclothes RCMP officers to 
eseort them to the gallery. 
There they are uncrated-and 
checked to see if they have 
been damaged 
during the trip. 

Because —all 
are over three centuries old 
and most of them come from 
damper climates 
ada, special humidity-control 
devices have been installed in 
the gallery to prevent the can- 


vases from drying out and | 


cracking. 

The Jordaens show is taking 
up almost four of the gallery’s 
six floors that are usually 
given over to exhibitions.

University of B.C. Alumni Association. 


“I believe the radical stu- 
dents should carry their cam- 
paign for wider social reform 
into the area where it belongs 
— the political- arena,” he 
said. 

He added the reason uni- 
versities have become a 
battleground for change is 
that students are often the 
persons most concerned about 
“social injustice.” 

They are not committed to 
defending the status quo and 
they are free “to think and 
act in an orthodox manner.” 

He said universities are 
vulnerable to these attacks 
because they profess to be 
highly democratic and con- 


c 


cerned with freedom of 

thought and expression. 
“Students are sick and tired 

of being sold a bill of goods.

“We have taught them to 
question the system ... to 
fight bigotry and_ prejudice 
. Challenged them to build 
a better world.” 

Mr. Stathers said those who 
advocate deéemonstrations, 
strikes. and sit-ins 
generally bent on social revo- 
lution. But most students still 
believe changes can be made 
through diseussion and nego- 
tiations. , 

He said universities are 
hard-pressed to keep- their 
doors open to all who apply to 
enter.

Iraq Regime on Alert 
For Any Counter-Cou

BAGHDAD (CP) Four 
months after assuming power 
in Baghdad, Iraq's mew Baa- 
thist regime is cautiously 
settling down to business. But 
it continues on the alert 
against any possible attempt 
at a counter-coup. 

All vehicles approaching 
Baghdad are thoroughly 
searched, for arms. A bus in 
which I was travelling from 
Khaneqin was stopped and 
searched for arms.

Designed to Protect Consumer 


H. Melvin Smith gave the 
Victoria Branch of the Con- 
sbumers Association of Canada 
ea rundown of the continuing 
attempts of the government to 
do more for the consumer 
when he met with. them 
Monday in the small dining 
room of Eaton's, Bay ges et 

The assistant solicitor = gen- 
eral from the. office of the 
Attorney-General centred his 
talk around the Consumer 
Protection Act that went into 
force last January. 

He noted that the Queen’s 
Printer had reported that no 
other piece of legislation had 
been in such demand and 
outlined the steps taken by 
the government to acquaint 
the public with its contents. 

He also told the meeting 
that consumers have been 
asserting their rights under 
the legislation. ‘A legislation 
should be simple enough for 
the consumer to obtain his 
Fights without having a gov- 
ernment official standing over 
te shoulder,” he said. 

Me them outlined the six 
ak provisions of the act. 


The first is disclosure of the 
cost of borrowing and credit 
buying, both-ih terms of the 
annual Cost rate and in a 
dollars and cents figure prior 
to the transaction taking 
place. He then outlined the 
specific points that must be

then a eredit deal. 


This practice, which is now’ 


law although many reputable 
firms made this.policy before 
the legislation came through, 
enables the consumer to 
“shop” for credit as he would 
for goods. 

The second provision deals 
with itinerant sellers. The 
speaker outlined the details 
that must be revealed in the 
contract and the right of the 
consumer to cancel the con- 
tract within three days.

Glue-Sniffers 
Need Fast Help 


OTTAWA (CP) — Parents 
who catch their children sniff- 
ing glue, nail-polish remover 
or similar substances should 
get professional help fast, 
sayS Dr. A. C. Hardmén, 
deputy diréctor-general of the 
federal food and drug ‘direc- 
torate. 

It is no good to punish or 
just warn the child, Dr. 
Hardman said. You must get 
to the root of the problem. 

Quick-drying airplane glue, 
polish remover and many 
other common household sub- 
stances such as paint thinner 
and even gasoline oil contain 
ingredients. that- can kill if 
inhaled in large-enough doses. 

Ohiliren aged 8 to 17 are 
the most common sniffers, 
Dr. Hardman said. The aver- 
age age is 14. 

Parents should watch for 
symptoms of a change in 
scholastic standing, bizarre 
behavior and the odor of 
acetone in a child's hair or 
clothing.

haled solvents work on the 
body in the same way as 
alcohol and qommon anes- 
thetics. Thus, the heavy 
sniffer gradually becomes 
anesthetized. 


TAKES GREAT RISK 

The 
death documented in sniffing 
cases are -a direct form of 
asphyxia, he said. 

Either the sniffer will suffo- 
cate after falling unconscious 
with a plastic bag over his 
face, or he may vomit due to 
the effects of the solvent and 
choke .on vomited food. 

Either way, the young per- 
son who decides to try sniffing 
just-onee for thrills is taking 
a terrible chance, Dr. Hard- 
man said. 


Seeking the experience of 
being “high,” the person will 
feel dizzy, drunk and may 
become impulsive, aggressive 
and have visual and auditory 
distortions. the feeling may 
last from 15 minutes to 
several hours. ; 

Dr. Hardman said research 
indicates that the child who 
keeps on sniffing repeatedly 
usually has a personality 
defect,

Type of Lining Based 
On Style and Weight

Dear Eunice Farmer’ 

I am making a wedding 
dress for my daughter and 
she has informed me that the 
ready-made dresses she has 
tried on in the stores were 
lined with the non-woven kind 
of fabric. This seems so stiff 
to.me that I am wondering if 
the press-on_ interfacing 
wouldn't be better. Please 
help us because we really 
want the gown to look pro- 
fessional. —MRS. L.S.O. 

Dear Mrs. L.S.0.: The kind 
of lining and underlining you 
use will always depend on two 
things, the style of the gown 
and the weight of the fabric. 
For a shaped look such as the 
A-line, a heavier underlining 
is necessary. 

I would say that gowns that 


have this line should be: 


underlined with a fairly stiff 
woven or umwoven fabric. 
Many times the gown will be 
undertined in a medium 
weight fabric and then a 
second. and finmer weight 
fabric is used in the lower 
section of the skirt so that it 
will stand out and not become 
limp. 

The makers of the press-on

When you have a _-construc- 
tion seam at the side front, it 
wil: be a curved one, which is 
actually a concealed shaping 
and has the same effect as if 
there were regular darts. The 
very short dart that usually 
appears from this kind of 
seam is’ placed at an angle 
and is used for a youthful 
look rather than for a fitted 
shaping. 


This kind of dart should be 
slightly above the bust and 
not below it as other darts are 
placed. However, if you usu- 
ally lower your darts this kind 
of dart will also have to be 
lowered the same amount. It 
is usually not the best design 
for a woman who is full- 
busted.

In the museum, open now 
for several months, escalators 
take you to all floors, There’s 
a sound system complete with 
lots of earphones for easy 
listening to recorded talks en 
various exhibits. 

Comfortable seats and 
benches are placed at stra- 
tegic points. Many have ear- 
phones attached, and, on all 
three floors, there are lounge 
areas where visitors can relax 
amd rest.

The seven-storey workshop 
behind the archives is planned 
mainly for storage space and 
restoration work, ‘A museum 
and archives is 60 per cent 
storage and restoration amd 40 
per cent exhibits,’ said Mr.

Ltd. Tuesday unveiled a full- 
sized model of a , spacecraft

Specialty Has Been 
Air Transport Field

OTTAWA (CP) — A. Toronto 
clergyman’s son who drafted 
Canada's post-war civil aviation} 
policy is the new president of 
Air Canada. 

John Russel Baldwin, 56, was 
named head of the publicly 
owned airline Tuesday, filling 
the _ post vacated._nearly six 
months ago by wartime fighter 
pilot Gordon R. M. McGregor. 

Unlike his. predecessor, who 
spent a career in military and} 
civil aviation, Mr. Baldwin is: a 
long-time inhabitant of the inner 
circles of government. 

A Rhodes scholar. who taught 
history at McMaster University, 
Hamilton, he was a member of 
the intellectual battalions as- 
sembled in Ottawa during the 
Second World War to enable the 
government to do a better job of 
thinking before it acted, His 
particular task was service on 
the joint U.S..Canada economic 
committee. 


"SPECIAL FIELD 
Mr. Baldwin, a professorial- 
"Jooking man with silvery hair 

and upswept eyebrows above 
“his—dark-rimmed- glasses, has, 
since then, made air transport 
his ,special. field. He even 
learned to fly, 

C. D, Howe, minister of muni- 
tions and supply in the 1940s, 
got him to make a study of air 
transport policy. This put him 
on the path that led to him be- 
coming, in 1954, one of the two 
deputy transport ministers. He 
had special responsibility for air 
services, 

Later that year, however, one 


xt the two deputy minister posts} 


was abolished and Mr. Baldwin| 
became thé permanent head of 
the federal government's larg- 
est department, a job he held 
until this move to Air Canada. 
The department doubled in 
~gize in the next decade, to the 
point where it had about 15,000 
»eemployees, and there was often 
“talk of establishing a separate 
-department for civil aviation. 
This never happened, but Mr. 
Baldwin once said “reorganiza- 
tion is bound to come in a de- 
=partrnent that has grown so dif- 
“ficult to run.” 
- The new Air Canada president

Unfortunately, in an ooca- 
sional case, perhaps because 
the lining of the fallophan tube 
was ea bit damaged by some 
infection, the fertilized ovum 
remains in the tube, and 
grows there, Since, the tube 
has a thin wall, naturally 
after some weeks it ruptures 
ami bleeds, Often a woman 
can realize something is 
wrong when she has pain and 
distress on the Teft ‘or right 
Bide of her pelvis. With the 
loss of blood she may begin to 
feel weak and ill, Then, 
especially if she has missed a 
period and perhaps has had 
some nausea and other signs 
of being pregnant, she should 
suspect she may have a 
ruptured tubal pregnancy, and 
this means she had better get 
to a surgeon quickly, When he 
opens the.ebdomen and finds 
the bleeding spot, he will 
probably remove the tube. 
Usually then the woman is 
well, and ready to go home. in
